Tld-G  dileiJ-a  is  ecpecially  characteristic  of  our 
poGcibly  tliirty  idllion  exceptional  perGono.     The  tern 
exceptional  Ig  uGed  in  tliiG  report  to  refer  to  that  group 
of  perGonG  whoGe  wealth,   education  and  abilities  are  sub- 
ordinate to  their  GtiG?,:a  or  dicability  in  intercourse  mth 
the  balance  of  Gociety.     Ured  broadly,  the  ten.i  incorporates 
the  aged,  the  physically  handicapped,   the  nentally  ill  and 
retarded  a:"id  iniiatcG  of  priGons  and  other  i::GtitutionG. 
The  tern  exceptional  persons  x-all  be  used  here  to  refer 
specifically  to  the  a^'ed  and  pli;-sically  ha:idicapped  a:id 
nentally  retarded  adults. 

Sone  exceptional  persons  suffer  greater  indigmties 
than  others:     the  executive  whose  productive  career  is  arbi- 
trarily tcrr.a:.iated  by  conpulcory  retiro:.ent;   the  elderly 
T-Jidow  coi.iltted  to  a  state  i-.ental  hospital  because  there

tectural  baiTiers  preventin^i  accecc  to  thoce  in  wheelchairs. 
In  cxtrei.:e  cacec  an  oxceptioncl  individual  ic  perceived  as 
a  non-parGon,   an  inanir.iate  object.     One  discrete  disability, 
e.o".j  paralysis,  is  often  taken  as  evidence  of  total  dis- 
ability or  absence  of  velue.     Push  soi.eone's  wheel chsdr  in 
public  aid  you  find  yourself  perceived  as  that  person's 
custodian,  e.^;.,   "Ti'o\ild  he  like  a  drink?"     At  best,  an 
exceptional  person  c^cperiences  disabilities  beyond  those 
of  liis  specific  affliction,     Tlie  aged  are  too  o,uicld.y 
accui.ied  to  be  seiulej   a  paraplegic  wonan  is  often  perceived 
as  bein^'  asejcual.     In  short,  the  problcn  of  the  exceptional 
person  involves  both  inadequate  cervices  and  the  violation 
of  basic  hu:-,i£:i  rights. 

TMle  the  probleii  of  the  exceptional  person  is  largely 
a  social  phenoi.ienon,  it  does  have  a  very  definite  physical 
locus.     liLs  situation  is  qviite  analogous  to  that  of  a  resident 
of  a  public  housing  project  who  is  subjected  to  a  policy  of 
aggregation,  segregation  and  stignatization.     Subsidized 
housing,  the  proposed  housing  allowance  and,  better  yet,   a 
gTiaranteed  a:xT.ucl  incone  reflect  a  rxire  sensitive  a:ad  cor.ipetent 
approach  to  t'ne  probleii  of  housin^^  the  poor.     Such  an  approach 
addresses  the  iixiediate  probleu,   e.g.,  housing,  wliile  being 
less  inclined  to  ii.pose  secondary  disabilities;     restricted 
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i.iobility  aiid  froadoii  of  choice,   ::tiy.£,  detGriorr.tiiio 
cervices ;,  etc.  The  iucrea-ced  uce  of  iiarket  riechanicr.ic  c:::id 
decreaced  tendencies  tovrerd  bureaucratic  intervention  '.:as  - 
at  least  in  theory  -  nade  tliic  approach  popular  idth  liberals 
a:id  conservatives  alike. 

Public  policy  rct^ardin;^  the  care  of  the  iientelly  ill 
a:'id  retarded  has  sir.dlarly  changed  to  favor  decent rcli zed, 
coo.iuixLty  based  services  and  is  justified  both  adirip-istra- 
tively  and  therapeutically.     Public  polic;,'  regardinrj  service 
for  other  e::ceptional  persons  is  graduclly,   but  persistently, 
chanj^Lnij  froi.i  one  of  sebrei^ation  aiid  isolation  to  one 
promoting  integration  a;id  norncli zation.     The  exceptional 
individual  is  to  be  assisted  only  in  Iiis  specific  areas  of 
need|  lu.s  activity  in  all  other  uatters  is  to  be  left 
uninterrupted.     TlrLs  approach  iia^d-iiizes  the  use  of  outpatient 
and  hoi.:e  health  services.     IHiere  public  financial  assistance 
is    necessary,  it  is  in  the  forr:  of  vendor  pain.:ents  or 
allouances  as  opposed  to  coi.ii.iti.ient  to  a  public  institution. 

Cor.ff.iunity  bases  support  services  are  being  developed, 
IJliat  is  also  required  -  and  is  er.:erGing  less  rapidly,  how- 
ever -  is  housing  cuid  hoi::ei.idd.ng  assistance  tailored  to  the 
needs  of  t!ae  exceptional  person.     Tliis  presents  both  a  net; 
opportunity  and  a  neu  responsibility  for  the  private  sector. 
Voluntary  and  pi-oprietary  organizations  can  and  loist  becoi.ie 
actively  involved  if  exceptional  persons  are  ever  to  be 
integrated  into  the  coi  j.iu: lit- •, 
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The  inte^^ration  of"  GxcGptionsl  persons  time  involves 
£:a  interface  ci:o:v^  the  cocicl  corvicec  a:id  incov.ie  nsinteneiice 
sycteiic  end  the  health  and  houcini^;  industries.     The  purpose 
of  tliis  paper  is  to  briefly  exci.lne  tliis  interface  and  suggest 
sources  for  i.:ore  intensive  study.     Reflected  here  are  the 
folloxri-ng  assui.ptions  and  observations; 

1.  A  great  mny  persons  are  placed  in  facilities  offering 
an  intensity  of  care  greater  than  what  is  actually  required 
xjith-  a  resulting  waste  of  public  and/or  private  funds  and 
often  negative  therapeutic  consequences.     The  scarcity  and 
rigidity  of  nost  existing  facilities  fail  to  provide  the 
needed  services  at  an  acceptable  price.    Many  iiore  facilities 
offering  r.iore  diversified  t^rpes  and  intensities  of  care  are 
urgently  needed. 

2.  The  scarcity  of  these  facilities  has  produced  a 
situation  in  xihich  govemiient  officials  are  understandably 
reluctant  to  properly  enforce  quality  standards.     If  they 
revoke  licenses,  they  -will  only  decrease  the  supply  of  badly 
needed  ser\dces.     Nursing  hones  and  sir.ilar  facilities  in 
i.iany  areas  enjoy  a  captive  i.iarket  xjith  little  incentive  to 
iiprove  quality  in  the  absence  of  i.ieaningfvil  conpetition. 

3.  Liliile  cor.iiinity  based  prograus  for  exceptional 
persons  are  justified  on  purely  tlierapeutic  grounds,  they 
becoi.Te  iiperative  given  the  passivity  a:id  fiscal  restraint 
char actei-1  Stic  of  current  federal  policy.     We  shall  deiionstrate 
that  such  prograi.is  can  be  operated  at,  or  possibly  below. 
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the  cost  of  current  prccticec. 

U.     The  no nuali  action  approGch,  by  increasing  tlie  nm.ier 
of  cctorc,  najdidzGC  individual  choice  and  opportunities 
for  iimovation, 

5.  Facilitie::  for  exceptional  persons  are  c-i  excellent 
exaxple  of  an  in.stanco  in  wliich  supply  [generates  dei.iand. 
Traditional  i.iarketinr;  studies  are  biased  by  decisions  iiade 
under  conditions  of  iiperfect  knowledge  of  alternatives. 
TliiS;,   decisions  i.iade  on  the  basis  of  such  studies  pearpetuate 
t radi ti  onal  i.ic  chani  sr.is , 

6.  ileitlier  local  goveriuients  nor  charitable  institutions, 
hard  pressed  by  inflation  and  sionken  capital  investi-ients, 

are  likely  to  venture  into  such  an  tuichartered  area  to  an^'' 
Eig:Tifica:it  extent. 

7.  Private  investors  mil  also  be  discourpgod  by  the 
absence  of  docui.^cnted  feasibility  and  the  fear  of  future 
gover-ii.:ental  restrictions .     The  private  sector  docs,  however, 
offer  the  best  hope  for  a  rapid  and  successful  iiiplei'^ntation 
of  such  services.     A  recent  unpublished  study  by  Artl^ur  D. 
Little,  Inc.  repor^tedly  claiiis  that  residential  prograj.is  for 
exceptional  persons  represent  a  liiglxL;,-  profitable  and  margin 
industry.     BenGfici£!l  participation  of  the  private  sector 
could  be  accelerated  if  the  federal  govenuicnt  i.iade  soi'.ie 
vri-doly  publicisied  demonstration,  graiits,  established  national 
i.dniimi  porfor.:a;icc  criteria  and  liberalized  the  Iledicaid 
and  Medicare  regulations  to  allovr  greater  consui.ier  choice. 
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Prot^rciic  for  Kiceptioncl  pGrconc  could  tliuG  be  greatly 
ejcpsiided  priiicrily  tlirouj^-li  c.di.iinistrr.tive  chani^ec  as 
opposed  to  greater  piiblic  fiocrl  ejqpenditurc. 

8.  iMle  thcce  iiutitd.   cervices  would  doubtless  be 
priced  too  Id^h  for  all  but  the  -i-Tealtlii-,   they  xrould  profoiridly 
affect  the  public  -t-jclfare  in  the   (not  very)  lon^  run.     First, 
the  initial  services  would  deiionstrate  the  econoi.lc  feasibility 
of  the  concept  a:id  speed  the  evolution  of  improved  systeiis. 
Secondly,   other  investors  would  respond  to  tliis  dei.Dnctrated 
success,  possibly  forcin^;  doxn  prices  and  increasin^i-  the  al- 
ternatives available  to  the  consuiaer.     Tliird,  nonprofit  in- 
stitutions would  be  able  to  pattern  progrsj-.is  after  successful 
proprietary  ventures,   operating,  perhaps,   at  the  break-even 
point.     Fourth,  the  new  life  style  generated  by  the  upper 

and  r.iddle  classes  in  private  facilities  would  probably  filter 
down  very  rapidly  throughout  the  entire  population  3tii-.nilating 
public  acceptance  of  the  approach  and  der.iandc  for  sir.ilar, 
publically  underwritten  systens  for  the  less  fortunate. 
Acceptable  care  for  soi.ie  classes  of  exceptional  persons  does 
not  exist  even  for  the  wealthy^  it  would  thus  be  difficult 
to  idn  public  acceptance  of  heav-.^  soveriiiient  invectnent  in 
such  areas  until  these  services  becone  integrated  into  tlie 
"/j.ierican  TJay  of  Life." 

9.  Bvdldings  designed  to  facilitate  access  by  e"ceptional 
persons  cost  little,  if  a:i;/i;Mng,  nore  tha:i  conventional 
construction  idth  little,  if  a;iy,   sacrifice  of  aesethetic 
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quElitioci.     iioi-e  ci^nificciitly,  proi^rci.z  exid  facilities 
decij^iied  for  cxcGptional  percoas  benefit  r.oriirl  perconc;  cc 
Trail. 

10,  HoTihere  is  the  potential  for  full^'  iatet^-ratad 
coM.iunitics  (^reater  tlic:i  in  tlie  increasint;l7  popxilar  plan:ied 
unit  developnent   (P.U.D.)»     This  for.i  of  real  estate 
developnent  tdtli  its  proiaid-ty  of  ofiiccj   coiiiGrical  o::id 
residential  uses  has  been  proven  to  be  ei\  attractive  alter- 
native to  suburban  sprawl  and  strip  developrzcnt .     It  is 
totally  feasible  that  a:i  entire  P.U.D.  could  be  desij;;ned  to 
ellou  coi.iplete  access  to  soiieone  in  a  wlieclchair.     Fai.dlies 
contaiiun^;  an  exceptionel  person  could  continue  to  function 
vdthout  drastically  elterin^  their  life  style.     The  P.U.D. 
offers  econoides  of  scale  such  that  the  needed  rncillary 
services   (catered  nealS;  hoi.ie  health  and  personal  aides, 
I'dnibus  transportation  and  honer.iaker  ser\dces)     could  be 
proidded  -  perhaps  throu^'h  cooperatives  -  at  considerable 
saving's  to  the  residents.     Most  irportant,   such  environraents 
would  allow  exceptional  persons  and  their  faidlies  to  live 
lives  as  nearly  nori.ial  as  their  disabilities  xdll  allow. 

11.  The  adoption  of  a  conscious  policy  of  decentralization 
of  services  aid  a  heavj-  reliance  on  fie  private  sector  is  not 
■without  sone  i;;rave  dangers .    IHiile  certain  re{;,"ulations  inust 

be  nadc  iiore  fle:dble  to  alloij  a  continuun  of  services,   greater 
staiidardisation  of  pajTient  schedules  and  bidldin^;;  and  health 
codes  is  essentiad.     Quality  control  efforts  sliould  be 
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ctresivlined  and  c;tre:it,t!iGued.     Tho  cuccggg  of  cuc'.i  en  cpproach 
?22o  depends  ci[,:uficantly  upon  tlie  sLierc-ence  of  a  lu^^-lTly 
organized  end  vocal  concuaver  r.iovoi.ient . 

12.     Prcperl7  ii.iplei.iented  and  edi-anj-cterodj,  the  disag- 
gregated approacli  would  greatly  iiprove  t'le  quaJity  of  care 
received  by  e^ccoptional  persona  and  actually  i.ii:iii.lze  their 
victiid-zation  by  health  care  i.ionopolies.     A  greater  reliance 
on  allowa:ices  and  a  iiarked  eiqsaiision  in  the  nuj.iber  and  t;>pe 
of  services  avail£bl3  would  increase  the  power  of  the  consui.ier 
and  accelerate  his  integration  into  the  "nonual"  coi.a.ninity. 
The  situation  of  the  exceptional  person  irould  change  iicrkedly 
froi.i  that  in  whdch  he  was  a  patient  or  iiiiiate  whose  depen- 
dence is  e;:aggerated  to  one  in  xfliich  he  is  a  consui;ier  whose 
independence  is  reinforced.     Properly  done;,  lillions  of 
iu.iericans  wo\ild  be  refra:icliised  as  hAu.ia:!  beings.

It  has  been  stated  that  there  is  a  need  for  a  greater 
diversity  in  the  housing  a::id  service  choices  offered  excep- 
tional persons,  TlxLs  diversit;/-  can  best  be  ejqslained  through 
use  of  the  :'.a.trix  presented  in  table  3,     The  horizontal  rows 
relate  to  th-e  degree  of  dependency  characteristic  of  the  re- 
sidents of  various  institution.  Ac  the  degree  of  dependency 
increases,  so  also  does  the  cost  of  acceptable  care.  The 
three  vei-tical  colui.ns  relate  to  the  tliree  classes  of  excep- 
tional persons  considered  in  this  report  a:id  to  the  specific 
t:,'pes  of  care  required  by  each.  The  aged  require  general 
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i.iediCol  Gervicen  to  c  greater  degree  than  the  norr.ial  popu- 
Ictionj   tlie  physically  handicapped  need  phycical  and  voca- 
tional therapy  and  rehabilitrtive  r.iedical  attentionj  the 
i.ientslly  retarded  prinarily  require  training  and  intensive 
cuGtodial  care. 

The  teni  independent  housing  ±z  used  to  describe  con- 
ventional duelling  irate  in  uMch  the  occupants  are  free 
froi.i  external  supervision  except  in  the  forr:  of  occasioncl 
counceling  a:ad  iiedical  care.     The  locus  of  poi;er  rests  entirely 
TJith  the  resident]  if  assistance  is  required,   he  Idres  it 
as  would  any  nori.ial  consuner.     Independent  housing  can  be 
integrated  into  the  norraal  coi.ii.iunity  or  segregated  ii^to  clus- 
ters of  exceptional  persons,  e.g.,  H.U.D.  insured  liigh  rise 
apartnents  for  the  elderly,  retirenent  coiji.iunities  in  ijrizona, 
California  and  Florida. 

Ser.tL -independent  housing  describes  a  situation  in  Trliich 
care  is  provided  on  a  nore  structured  basis.     Private  dwelling 
units,  often  efficiency  and  one  bedroons  apartnents,   are 
clustered  in  close  proxii.ity  to  a  central  service  core.     One 
r.iontlily  fee  provides  for  the  rental  of  the  duelling,   a 
specified  nui.iber  of  catered  and/or  cafeteria  neals,   and 
rlnirial  housekeeping  services.     3er.l -independent  h.ousing  is 
luost  econoi.ioally  feasible  uhen  it  is  btiilt  adjacent  to  a 
boarding  hone  or  nursing  facility  and  placed  under  the  sajr^e 
nanagenent .     Tliis  arrangei.icnt  provides  the  cconordcs  of 
scale  that  adequate  care  can  be  offered  at  reasonable  rates. 
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Bo£rdi:i£  hor.iGC  reprecent  e.  i.iarkod  cldft  fron  the  r.ura 
Ox  norr.ielc;-  afforded  by  conveiitioncl  houcin^-.     l/JlxLle  being 
the  lea^t  "inctitutione,!"   of  all  congrogcte  livin^i  arraii£0- 
iientCj  they  ere  inctitutionc;  none  tiic  lecc.     BocJ-ding  hoiiec 
are  the  i.ioct  difficult  to  identif:,^  end  do  not  appoer  to  have 
£11  orijanized  conctituency.     They  bear  nany  titles;     ro'ut 
hoi.ieo,  retirenent  hotels,  hoi.iea  for  cenior  citizene,  private 
proprietary  hor.iec  for  adults.     Their  iiajor  sii.iilarity  is 
that  they  do  not  provide  i.iedLcal  care.     Boarding  hoi.ies  are 
the  i.ioct  intensive  of  tlie  facilities  for  exceptional  persons 
generally  not  under  the  close  supervision  of  state  and  local 
health  authorities  and  the  U.   S.  Departnont  of  Hcclth,  Edu- 
cation and  Welfare.    IJliile  such  facilities  have  traditionally 
been  omied  by  snail  entrepreneurs  and  charitable  institutions, 
there  is  a  gromng  trend  toward  participation  by  i.iore  sopliis- 
ticated^  proprietary  corporations. 

Interiaediate  Care  Facilities  represent  a  trraisition 
between  the  personal  care  provided  in  boarding  hoi.iec  and  the 
iiore  rigorous  nedical  attention  available  in  nursing  hones. 
The  regxilations  under  wldch  they  operate  vary  considerably 
froi.i  state  to  state.     Generally  such  facilities  offer  a  low 
intensity  of  health  care  adiinistered  prinarily  by  licensed 
practicrl  nurses.     The  Majority  of  the  patients  are  ai.ibula- 
toryi  the  locus  of  control,  h.owever,  is  held  by  the  facility's 
adi  ini  strati  on. 
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Nursing  hoi.ies  aro  inotitutionc;  uliicl:  ere  ccpebls  of 
proidding  i,:edic£l  attantion  to  thoco  convdsGcint^  froi.i  surgery 
or  ccute  illuGCC  c:id  thooo  xith  clironic  conditionc.     liedicel 
care  ic  adidiiiotered  by  resLctered  iiurGec;  under  the  direction 
of  either  e  recidGiit  i.sdiccl  director  or  the  patient's  peroonal 
phyoician.     IJliile  the  quality  and  intensity  of  care  vary  ei.iong 
variouc  nursing  hones,  regulations  ei^forced  by  H.JL.w.  in  the 
adr.lni  strati  on  of  the  Medicare  aid  liedicaid  prograris  have  ii.> 
provod  the  quality  of  care  in  iiost  facilities,     ii  large  pro- 
portion of  nursing  hone  patients  are  non-aibulatory. 

Hospitals  have  been  included  in  the  natrix  for  the  purpose 
of  coi.ipleting  the  continuui.i.     Few  are  proprietary.     Hospitals 
could  seldon  be  regarded  as  a  place  of  residence;     long  tern 
patients  are  generally  transferred  to  nursing  hoi.ies  or 
extended  care  facilities. 

X\Riile  it  is  difficult  to  define  discrete  boui:idaries 
ariong  the  eighteen  different  housing  and  service  packages 
illustrated  in  the  natrix,   basic  tendencies  do  energe.     There 
appears,   for  exai.plc,   to  be  greater  differences  anong  the 
rows,  or  dependency  levels,  than  ai.iong  the  colu:Vins ,  or  classes 
of  exceptional  persons .     TMs  would  suggest  that  in  sone 
instances  it  would  be  possible  to  have  i.:ore  than  one  t^pc  of 
exceptional  person  tdtliin  the  sa:.ie  facility.     It  is  also 
feasible  to  idx  different  dependency  levels  latliin  the  S2J,.e 
or  adjacent  buildings  as  long  as  narked  differences  cxo 
avoided. 
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The  i.ictrix  wcc  conctructed  cuch  that  occuprntc  of 
independent  aid  cera-independent  houcing  were  concidered  as 
being  capable  of  living  alone.     The  presence  of  a  spouse 
or  dependable  failly  support  greatly  reduces  the  need  of 
placer.ient  in  a  r.ore  protective  enviomiient .     The  possible 
alternatives  are  further  expanded  by  hoi.ie  health  aid  hor.ie- 
r.iaker  services  Tjbdch  are  Gonetir.ies  capable  of  serving  all 
but  the  i.:ost  dependent  persons.     The  lines  separating  the 
various  service  packages  becone  even  nore  fuzzy  vath  the 
obvious  realization  that  one  individual  can  sinultaneously 
belong  to  txio  or  nore  categories  of  exceptional  persons  - 
perhaps  at  differing  dependency  levels. 

Host  of  our  interest  in  tliis  paper  mil  be  focused     on 
dependency  levels  one  througli  three.     More  dependent  indi- 
viduals are  prii.iarily  wards  of  the  health  industry.     Housing 
progra.is  at  the  loixer  dependency  levels  can  play  a  significant 
role  in  integrating  the  exceptional  person.     Institutionalization 
of  the  aged  can  bo  delayed,  if  not  totally  obviated.     The 
rehabilitation  of  the  'landi capped  and  retarded  can  be  accel- 
erated by  easing  the  transition  fron  the  hccpital  or  training 
school  to  the  "real  world." 

As  should  be  obvious  fror.;  the  above  discussion,  it  xjould 
be  i.iore  productive  to  organize  our  study  by  dependency  levels 
instead  of  by  t^pe  of  exceptional  person.     Unfortunately, 
however,  the  existing  literature  does  not  facilitate  such 
ai  approachs     the  current  state  of  the  art  leaves  r.iuch  to  be 
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dacired.     li^rct,  :,:oct  of  the  cub:;tc:itive  litercture  ic 
TJiltten  bj-j   £;:id  cddracced  to,    cpacirliotG  litliiii  the  fields 
of  education,  nsdicino,  nurcjinr;,  physicel  end  vocetionel 
thorcpy^  public  heclth  end  cocicl  irork  roveclc  little  s^/i- 
deiice  of  croGG  fertiliz?,tion  Ei.jong  the  vcriouc  profecEioiic. 
Second,  the  literetui'o  io  ucuelly  either  too  tioiiercl  or  too 
cpecielizod  to  be  of  i:iuch  releveiice  to  one  cherged  i-dth 
decii^nin^  operational  prot;r£aic  for  ezcoptionel  percouc. 
Tliird,  there  appocrc  to  hcve  boon  relatively  little  effort 
expended  to  etougo  the  interest  of  the  private  Gector.     3ven 
less  effort  ic  invested  in  providin^^  constructive  liUidcnce 
to  the  eiaeri-,ing  recidential  care  industry.     Yieny  authors 
have  v':uccessfally  azid  properly  incensed  the  public  about 
exLwtini;;  condltionc,  e.g.,  the  Nader  expose  of  nursing 
hones  (12^).

d.  The  federal  govern:,ient  has  considerable  potential, 
through  its  role  a^;  the  nation's  largest  eiployer^ 
for  changing  policies  regarding  co:rpulsory  retire- 
iientj  attitudes  toward  leaves  of  absence,  rrorking 
hours  ciid  rotations  of  duties  could  be  liberalized 
to  allow  periodic  chaiges  in  routine  without  con- 
plete  teridnation  of  one's  career. 

e.  A  sliift  froi.i  sales  and  property  ta:ces  to  a  gradu- 
ated incoiie  tra  as  the  i.iajor  source  of  revenue 
for  local  goverix.ients  wovild  greatly  assist  the 
aged  in  their  battle  against  inflation. 
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f.  Dcficienciec  in  public  corviccc;,  both  in  quality 
aid  in  quantity,  irpods  thoce  rtter.ptin^  to  accict 
the  aged  in  obtainini^-  direct  or  indepeadoncci  the 
beet  deci^^ned  aeil-indepcndent  housing  xrill  be 
little  better  then  a  public  institution  if  ita 
recidenta  do  not  have  adequate  public  tra:.iGpor- 
tation  or  are  afraid  to  leave  the  building. 

g.  Local  zoiung  ordinances  banning  r.iultiple  occupancy 
dvrellingG  fro:i  rocidcntial  neighborhoods  encouragoo 
the  segregation  of  those  living  in  protective 
enviroiu.ientc  and  forces  such  facilities  either  to 
rei.iote  locations  or  onto  expensive  land  having 

the  required  zoning. 

h.     Failure  of  tlie  public  sector  to  assui.ie  the  leader- 
slup  in  establislung  clear  and  adequate  standards 
for  emerging  industries,  e.g.,   sei.a-independent 
housing  and  boarding  hones,  deters  nain;^''  potential 
innovatorsi  investors  fear  that  if  they  nake  a  pre- 
nature  entry  into  a  new  field,  particularly  in  the 
social  services,  nexir  governi.iental  rcgiOLations  tail 
be  pror.iulgated  x-flxich  mil  render  their  facilities 
obsolete. 

D.     The  Private  Sector:     The  Development  of  New  Markets 

1.  Perhaps  the  nost  coripelling  reason  deterring  the  real 
estate  industry  fron  developing  innovations  in  housing 
for  the  aged  is  th.at  wliile  dei.iand  nay  e:d.st,   tlie  pur- 
chasing power  does  notj  the  escalation  of  land  and 
construction  costs  proliibita  the  development  of  miits 
T:hich  can  be  afforded  by  the  majority  of  the  aged. 

2.  Even  if  the  purchasing  power  of  the  aged  were  increased, 
through  the  proposed  housing  allowance  prograi:,   for 
exaxple,  the  private  sector  response  ixy  be  slow  because; 

a.  Hew  housing  t;,pes  arise  not  fron  a  response  to 
consui-er  denaad  -  the  industry  largely  dictates 
consur.ier  preferences  -  but  froii  a  response  to 
increasing  land  and  construction  costs. 

b.  The  profit  iiargina  in  lower  priced  housing  ere  not 
as  attractive  as  those  in  riddle  and  upper  incone 
hovising  in  wldch  tlie  industry  is  enjoying  record  sales. 

c.  The  risks  are  perceived  to  be  greater. 
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d.     Investors  nay  be  dsterred  by  govemnsiital  red  tape, 
either  percaivod  or  real  -  e:q3erLence  with  tlie 
Section  236  rent  subsidy  pro,_,m.  has  ::ade  vsn-j 
developers  leery  of  H.U.D.   cponsored  housing. 

3.     Consur.ier  behavior  could  easily  lead  developers  to  tliirlc 
that  the  esdsting  products  are  adequate^  not  only  is 
there  little  incentive  to  introduce  new  housing  tj'pesj 
the  innovctions  described  cbove  could  possible  compete 
T-iith  existing^   ai'ad  usually  rx>re  expensive,  products. 

k>     Developers  prefer  to  deliver  a  physical  product,   e.g., 
an  apartnent  building,   and  have  provided  "coftuare" 
services  such  as  clay  care  and  recreational  prograiic 
only  xjhen  they  could  not  othendse  avoid  itj   seil- 
independent  housing  and  boarding  hoi.ies  lath  their 
liigher  operating  costs,  liability  ajid  long  teri.i  corj.it- 
r.ent,  uould  probably  not  be  vieued  as  being  attractive 
by  the  bioilder  who  prefers  to  "get  in  and  get  out." 

5..     Seird -independent  housing  and  boarding  hones  vro\ild  have 
nore  appeal  to  the  nursing  hone  chains  who  nay  be  seek- 
ing diversification  while  capitalizing  on  their  e:q)er- 
ience  in  adidnicteidng  large  institutions  staffed 
prinarLly  xn.th  paraprofcssionols  and  unskilled  leborj 
it  is  questionable,   however,  that  such  corporations 
would  fully  utilize  the  nomalization  potential  of  these 
housing  types. 

6,  Projects  siidlar  to  our  nodel  P.U.D.  wo\ild  not  be 
attractive  to  the  conventional  developers  who  vrould  be 
concerned  about  the  project  obtaiidng  an  institutional 
iraagei  they  could  argues 

a.  The  availability  of  housing  designed  to  accorj.:odate 
exceptional  persons  xjould  attract  a  Idgh  proportion 
of  sucli  persons,  destro;dng  the  "balance"  vildch  vras 
sought  in  the  original  design  01   the  conr..uidty. 

b.  "Horr.ial"   consu:.iers  xiTould  be  reluctant  to  r:ove  into 
the  coij.iUidty  because  of  either  direct  prejudice 
towards  exceptional  persons  or  their  fear  01  de- 
cliidng  property  values. 

7.  Ilrny  potential  boarding  hone  operators  nay  be  deterred 
by  the  negative  inage  of  the  nursing  hone  industryj 
wldle  naiiy  people  rightfully  question  w'nother  tlie 
provision  of  such  services  should  be  a  proprietary 
activity,  the  response  of  non-profit  entities,  both 
public  and  voluntai-y^  lias  not  been  adequate  to  noet 
the  need. 
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8.  SiiEller  invectoro  x-jill  be  deterred  by  the  g eel e  required 
to  build  sxi  adequate  ciid  profitable  facility:     probably 
a  i.aid.i.xL.1  of  fifty  beds  for  a  boardin{;;  hone  aiid  one 
Iiuiidred  apartnento  for  cer.i -independent  houcant^. 

9.  iiortgasec  mil  be  difficult  to  obtain  for  any  fom  of 
houGino;  for  exceptional  percono  until  financial  incti- 
tutionc  becor.ie  convinced  of  the  i:afety  of  Guch  invent- 
iv-entc.
